apolis Tribune and other 
ardent 
Washburn papers elaiuied that in the 
election of Morgan their victory on

On the follow­ 
ing day, however, these same papers 
alluaed to the defeat of Morgan in an 
entirely different attitude, and claim­ 
ed that the issue was not identical 
and that it cut no figure in the sena­ 
torial contest.

in Swam p creek near the factory m ixing the 
ingredients of dynam ite, an explosion ensued. 
The men were blown to pieces and fragment« 
of flesh were M attered over the wide area. 
None of the pie* es of llesh picked up were of 
sufficient size to show to what body they be­ 
longed. 
The factory buildings were injured, 
though the shock was felt in houses tw o 
miles from the scene.

On their a rriva l 
in the outer harbor. R ear Adm iral 8 . 
Lore 
transferred his flag to the Yantic, which has 
a draught df but forirteen f«*«t. 
The Y antic 
was then rurt slowly irtto the Inner harbor, 
to within 100 fi*et of the docks, where the 
H a y ti R epublic was a t anchor. 
Anchor was 
dropped, and a libe at once attache«! to 
the 
H a y tia n R epublic, the guns of theYanth- being 
trained on the city. 
The G alena remained 
in the outer harbor with a broadside and 
pivot guns trained on the H a y tia n man-of- 
w ar Ib*s*aliner, and prepared to fire a t the 
first hostile dem onstration. 
The Dessaline's 
crew also stood at the guns until the r**wult 
o f the interview «if Lieut, Griffin with Legi­ 
tim e was made known. 
Lieut. Griffin went 
ashore sh o rtly after 9 o’clock, with the com ­ 
m unications from the state «lepartment, and 
Adm iral Luce, dem anding the release within 
four hours of the detain*-«! steamer, and the 
w ithdraw al of her guard. 
Ilegitim e, finding 
th a t no delay would he tolerated, under for­ 
m al protest and appeal for future a rb itra ­ 
tion, commanded one of his gun boats to 
tow the H a y tia n R epublic to the position in 
the outer liurbor occupied when captured, 
and have such slight dam age as had been 
done to her repaired by his mechanic».

A grioa lta ra l Note*. 
Some of th e moat expert poultry 
men occasionally feed th eir fowls tur­ 
nips in winter. Th ey are not peeled, 
h ut cut into quarters and th rown in­ 
to th e yard. 
It is poor policy to keep h eavy, 
slow 
motioned 
fowls 
in 
th e 
same flock with a ligh t and nervous 
Spanish breeds. Th ey each require 
different feeding and treatment. 
“It is a general rule th at any fod­ 
der likely to affect th e odor or 
taste of th e milk will be less likely to 
do so if fed at milking time. 
It will 
affect th e milk th en drawn and will 
h ave time to become dissipated be­ 
fore th e next milking.’’ 
English fanners wh o feed so many 
turnips and m tabagas combine with 
th is a good deal of oilcake and corn 
meal. It is th e latter th at mainly 
does th e fattening, wh ile th e roots 
enable stock to eat th e h eartier food 
with out injury to th eir digestion, 
keep up good appetites and general 
th rift. 
Th e price of onions is lower th is 
year th an for some time past. Th is 
is due to a large increase of area 
planted in New York State as well as 
elsew h ere, and to an unusually large 
crop; th e insects and diseases th at 
usually attack th e onion h aving been 
far less prevalent th is year th au 
usual. 
Milk grows in rich ness from date of 
calving, and th e product of butter 
does not decrease as rapidly as th e 
quantity of milk. Th is fact, also 
makes it necessary (?) for th e city 
milkman to add more water to th e 
milk supplied to h is customers at 
th is season, th at it may not be too 
rich for th eir blood. 
Often dairymen are puzzled to 
know wh y th eir butter h as a bad 
flavor wh en th ey h ave been careful to 
kc« *p it from anyth ing th at would 
taint it. Th e trouble is with th e 
salt. Wh ile th e butter was carefully 
guarded th e salt was not, and it ab­ 
sorbed odors wh ich spoiled th e but­ 
ter.—Mirror and Farmer. 
Don’t try to crowd 50 h ens into 
a poultry-h ouse suitabb for only 25, 
as th e larger th e flock th e fewer 
th e eggs,proportionately,unless th ey 
h ave perfect accommodations. As a 
rule small flocks give a larger profit 
from th e same outlay th an wh en 
numbers are kept th at cannot be 
properly provided for. 
Th e Fall is a poor tim eto set posts. 
Freezing and th awing is more severe 
in soil recently disturbed, h owever it 
may Ik* packed. Propping th em up 
does not prevent, but rath er favors, 
th eir l>cing lifted. If one or two 
boards a re not nailed on each length 
to keep th em in place, frost will twist 
th em s) badly before Springth at th e 
work cannot be done th en. 
Food influences quality ofproduct, 
and it is necessary, th erefore to find 
wh at is required to produce th e best 
quality. 
Suppose a cow be fed on 
timoth y h ay, straw and corn. Her 
milk will not make th e best butter. 
It may be full or nearly full in amount, 
but give h er an allowanceof oil meal, 
and you w ill see ch ange in color and 
texture. 
Th e fall cropot h oney is not of much 
value for market. It 
is usually 
made from buckwh eat and wild w’eeds 
1 h at blossom late. Th is year, owing 
to frequent rains in many places, th e 
Fall h oney crop is a failure. Th ose 
wh o keep bees sh ould look closely to 
th eir stocks and feed th ose deficient 
in weigh t is as good a test as any of 
th e amount of h oney.

PUNCTURED A POLICEMAN’. 


Fred McNangtho n, a Brainerd Yo uth, 
Sho o ts and Serio nsly Wo unds 
Po liceman Lewis. 


On Mo nday evening last abo ut nine 
o ’clo ck Murray & McCabe’s salo o n o n 
Laurel street, was the scene o f a dis­ 
turbance, in which a revo lver was 
used rather freely by o ne o f the par­ 
ticipants, and as a result. Po liceman 
Lewis lias been serio usly if no t fatally 
wo unded. 
The particulars o f the 
affair, as near as we can leaan, are 
abo ut as fo llo ws: On New Year’s 
day J o hn McNaughto n, a bro ther o f 
the yo ung man who is under arrest 
fo r do ing the sho o ting, aud a man 
by the name o f St. Claire had a fight 
in which St. Claire was badly wo rsted 
o n acco unt o f his into xicated co ndi­ 
tio n. Since then St. Claire has re­ 
peatedly declared 
1m s intentio n o f 
chastising McNaughto n wheueverfhe 
had the o ppo rtunity, to get even. 
On Mo nday night the [» arties met in 
the bar ro o m o f the abo ve mentio ned 
salo o n, and St. Claire, so it is re­ 
po rted, stepped up to J o hn McNaugh­ 
to n, who with his bro ther sto o d at 
the bar, and dealt him a blo w in the 
face that kno cked him do wn. 
Fred 
McNaughto n then to o k a hand in the 
mutter and assist« *d his bro ther, and 
to gether they were giving St. Clairt 
a so und thrashing, when bystanders 
attempted to interf« re. At this Fred 
McNaughto u drew a revo lver o ut o f 
his bro ther’s hip po cket and o rdered 
the cro wd to stand back. 
Finally S t 
Claire was go tten away fro m them 
and taken up stairs to his ro o m, where 
the McNauglito n’s fo llo wed him and 
breaking o pen the do o r liegan again 
to beat S t Claire, Fred McNaughto n 
keeping the cro wd back with the re­ 
vo lver. 
Po liceman 
Lewi* hearing 
the disturbance went up stairs ami 
drawing his club, fo rced an entrance 
into the ro o m, when yo ung McNaugh- 
to u tired fo ur sho ts, o ne o f them hit­ 
ting Lewis just belo w and to the 
fro nt o f the right ear, the bullet [» ash- 
iug thro ugh his bead, kno cking o ut 
three ti*eth and badly cutting his 
to ngue, and co tniLg o ut o f the left 
cheek near the no se. 
The ball [» osmhI 
within a » ixteenth o f an inch o f the 
jugular vein. 
Had this been struck 
by the bulleL death wo uld have re­ 
sulted almo st instantly. 
The Mc- 
Naughto us then left and went to 
Gray’s 
salo o n, 
where 
they were 
arrested sho rtly afterward by Chief 
Caffery and lo dged in jail. 
In the 
meantime Lewis wa.-* taken to Dr. 
Hemstead’s o ffice, where his wo unds 
was dressed by Dr*. Hemstead and 
Gro ves. 
He was then taken to his 
ho me where he no w lies in a critical 
co nditio n. 
In the mo rning the Mc- 
Naughto ns were bro ught into the 
municipal co urt fo r examinatio n. 
A* 
J o hn McNaughto n had taken no [« art 
in the assault upo n Lewis he was 
allo wed to go free, while Fred was 
arraigned befo re the co urt chargt*d 
with assault with intent to kill 
Law­ 
yer G. S. Femald was retamed as 
co unsel fo r the defense, while Co mity 
Atto rney Lum npjieared fo r the state. 
On mo tio n o f Co unty Atto rney Lum 
the case was co ntinued to J an. 15. to 
await the result o f Officer Lewis’ 
wo und, while the priso ner was co m­ 
mitted to jail until then. The priso ner 
is a so n o r J ack McNaughto n. the 
|K>pular Laurel utrcet blacksmith, o n 
who se acco unt the affair is gTeatly to 
Ik* regrettisl. 
While the yo ung man 
has had the reputatio n o f being 
tiifle wild and unmanageable, he has 
no t been co nsidered vicio us, co nse­ 
quently his actio n in sho o ting is so me­ 
what o f a surprise, and we think that 
judgment o n the case sho uld Ik* re­ 
served until the sto ry o f the defense 
is given. 
The abo ve are the facts in 
the case as near as we can learn. 
VV e are pleased to anno unce that 
Officer Lewis is so mewhat better to ­ 
day, he having slept co nsiderably 
during the last two days, and has 
also been able to take a little no urish­ 
ment fo r the first time since he was 
wo unded.

The Senatorial Matter. 
There is no use in disguising the 
fact that there has been a great change 
in sentiment in regard to the sena­ 
torial contest in this city, as well as 
in various other parts of the state, 
since the fight began.

Notwith (auding the fact that the j 
legislature four years ago passed a 
bill giving the B. A N, W. company 
the swamp lands that had Ixsm pre­ 
viously gr; ated to the Duluth A Win­ 
nipeg. but which, it was snpi>o6ed, the 
Duluth company had forfeitedliecause 
of lbs failure to comply with the terms 
of the grant, the last named company 
now comes foward and tiles a plat of 
twenty miles of road that they have 
just completed, aud makes applica­ 
tion to the Governor for patents of 
these 
lands. 
The 
question was 
argued by attorneys for the Duluth 
company oil Monday, and, as will be 
seen by the following item from the 
Pioneer Press, the governor has taken 
such action as will probably throw 
the matter into the courts 
for ad­ 
judication. 
The Press says: 
“The 
counsel who made arguments before 
Gov. McGill on Monday regarding 
the application of the Duluth A Win­ 
nipeg Railroad company for patents 
on lands earned by the construction 
of the first twenty miles of its road 
met yesterday morning to agree on a 
case to be submitted to the supreme 
court for determination. 
It had been 
proposed to issue patents for the 
whole grant, which would be held in 
trust until a decision was made by 
the courts, but as a result of their de­ 
liberation, Gov. Mc Gill decided to 
issue patents at once to the company 
for two quarter sections of swamp 
land in St. Louis county, iii order to 
give the case a standing in court 
should the Brainerd A Northwestern 
and the Duluth A Iron Range roads 
carry' the matter to the supreme 
court. 
This, it is expected, will be 
done in a short time, and on the de­ 
cision of the court will depend the 
issuance of the balance of the pat­ 
ents.*’ 
The outcome of this case, as will be 
readily seen, is of vital importance to 
the citizens of Brainerd, as the early 
construction of the B. A N. W. de­ 
pends in a great measure upon the 
disposition 
of 
these lands. 
The 
Duluth people chum that as no act 
has been passed formally forfeiting 
the lands since their failurd to com- 
comply with the time requirements 
of their grant, they are still in a 
position to earn the lands, and are 
pushing the work of construction, 
with this end in view.

The m urder is shown to have lieen 
a diabolical one. 
The m otive tor the deed 
was to obtain the money of the m urdered 
m an. b ut all th a t the m urderer is known to 
have realized by his d astard ly crime is $ ho. 
The case has baffled the police authorities 
since the finding of the body and m any clues 
have been “ m n o u t.” 
A young m an named Keefer, residing near 
Gillingham and Cadwnllader streets in Phil­ 
adelphia. saw a «uit of tile m urdered m an in 
on** of the Sunday paper*, which, b eth o u g h t, 
resembled the feature* of a Germ an named 
Schilling, w ho had lived with nnotherG erm an, 
named Schroop, a t the Tonier of the above 
nam ed streets. 
He im parted bis suspicions 
to the p o les of th a t district, and was taken 
to the morgue, and on looking at the corpse 
he im m ediately identified it ne th a t of Schil­ 
ling. 
The pol ire then brought Schroop's 
d au g h ter to the m orgue and she also recog­ 
nized the body ne th a t 'if her fath er’* board 
cr, Antoine Schilling, 
officer* were then sent 
to 
b ro o p ’s house and took him in to cus­ 
tody. 
When th# officer* entered Schroop’s 
lionise and informed him th a t they wanted 
bim a t the j»oIi«-e statio n , the German exhib­ 
ited the m ost abject terror, and when taken 
tip the step* of the sta tio n house, his trem 
hling limbs refused to »up[>ort him and he 
fell 
Several otfb'er* then carried him into 
the lieu ten an t’s room . 
Schroop is about 50 
year* of age, and Schilling, hie victim, wa* 
a bout 30 year* old. The tw o men were p a rt­ 
ner* in a email grocery and provision store 
at Gillingham and 
C adwalhidcr 
streets 
Schroop lived in the hon*** with hi* wi'e and 
daughter, and Si-hilling tm arded with them 
By m idnight S. ii roo p had m ade a confes­ 
sion to Chief Detective W ood, in which he ne- 
knowledged killing Schilling. 
It wa* nlso 
learned th a t the d a u g h te rjpf Schroop had 
mad* a full confession, in which she acknow l­ 
edged having tried to kill Schilling by ad ­ 
m inistering a dose of laudanum 
She gave 
him an overdose of the drug, which saved hi* 
life. 
It is believed th a t Mrs. Schroop i* an 
accessory to the m urder and botchery.

building was erected 
several year* ago, ut a cost of 150,000.

Death of Oscar Rush. 
On Saturday, Jan. 5th, 1880, Oscar 
Rush, an employ© of the N. P. com­ 
pany, diet! at his home on south 0th 
street, of ail abcess on the brain. The 
disease which caused his death was 
the result of a fall which he had last 
August. At that time he was work­ 
ing for the company, and was on top 
of a passenger coach supplying it 
wijh water, when his foot slipped and 
he fell to the platform below, striking 
on his head aud shoulders. 
He was 
taken home unconscious, but after 
two weeks he recovered sufficiently to 
go to work again.

was held which showed that an abcess 
had formed iii the brain. 
The de­ 
ceased was 32 years of age, and had 
been a resident of this city for about 
nine years. 
He was a memlier of 
Wildey Lodge, I. O. O. F., which 
organization conducted the funeral 
ceremonies, which occurred on Tues­ 
day afternoon. He leaves a wife and 
one child to mourn his loss. 


Municipal Court Changes. 
On Saturday evening last a special 
meeting of the city council was called 
to elect a municipal judge, Judge 
Fleming having that afternoon ten­ 
dered his resignation. 
This action 
on the part of Judge Fleming was be­ 
cause of his absence from the city for 
the next sixty days to represent Crow 
Wing county and the 39th legislative 
district in the legislature. As Mr. 
Fleming's successor the council by a 
unanimous vote, chose E. N. Donald­ 
son, who, we predict, will give general 
satisfaction.

Fast Running. 
On Saturday noon last, No. 2, the 
through passenger from the west, ar­ 
rived in Brainerd over two and one- 
half hours late, and as this train con­ 
nects with the fast evening trains for 
Chicago, it is desirable to get into St.

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On Monday evening last about nine 
o’clock Murray A McCabe’s saloon on 
Laurel street, was the scene of a dis­ 
turbance, in which a revolver w*as 
used rather freely by one of the par­ 
ticipants, and as a result, Policeman 
Lewis has been seriously if not fatally 
wounded. 
The particulars of tho 
affair, as near as we can leaan, are 
about as follows: On New Year’s 
day John McNaughton, a brother of 
the young man who is under arrest 
for doing the shooting, and a man 
by the name of St. Claire had a fight 
in which St. Claire was badly worsted 
on account of his intoxicated condi­ 
tion. Since then St. Claire has re­ 
peatedly declared hts intention of 
chastising McNaughton wheneveifhe 
had the opportunity, to get even. 
On Monday night the parties met in 
the bar room of the above mentioned 
saloon, and St. Claire, so it is re­ 
ported, stepped up to John McNaugh­ 
ton, who with his brother stood at 
the bar, and dealt him a blow in the 
face that knocked him down. 
Fred 
McNaughton then took a hand in the 
matter and assisted his brother, and 
together they were giving St. Clam 
a sound thrashing, when bystanders 
attempted to interb re. At this Fred 
McNaughton drew a revolver out of 
his brother’s hip pocket and ordered 
the crowd to stand back. 
Finally St. 
Claire was gotten away from them 
and taken up stairs to his room, where 
the McNaughton's followed him and 
breaking open the door began again 
to beat St. Claire, Fred McNaughton 
keeping the crowd back with the re­ 
volver. 
Policeman Lewis hearing 
the disturbance went up stairs and 
drawing his club, forced an entrance 
into the room, when young McNaugh­ 
ton fired four shots, one of them hit­ 
ting Lewis just below and to the 
front of the right ear, the bullet pass­ 
ing through his head, knocking out 
three teeth and badly cutting his 
tongue, and oomiLg out of the left 
cheek near the nose. 
The bidi {tossed 
within a sixteenth of an inch of the 
jugular vein. Had this been struck 
by the bullet, death would have re­ 
sulted almost instantly. 
The Mc- 
Naughtons then left and went to 
Gray’s 
saloon, 
where 
they were 
arrested shortly afterward by Chief 
Callery and lodged in jail. 
In the 
meantime Lewis was taken to Dr. 
Hemstead’s office, where his wounds 
was dressed by Drs. Hemstead and 
Groves. 
He was then taken to his 
home where he now lies in a critical 
condition. 
In the morning the Mc 
Naughtons were brought into the 
municipal court for examination. 
\ 
b 
John McNaughton had taken no part 
in the assault upon Lewis he was 
allowed to go free*, while Fred was 
arraigned before the court charged 
with assault with intent to kill. 
Law 
j’er G. S. Fernald was retained as 
counsel for the defense, while Comity 
Attorney Lulu appeart*d for the state. 
On motion of County Attorney Lum 
the case was continued to Jan. 15, to 
await the result of Officer Lewis' 
wound, while the prisoner was com­ 
mitted to jail until then. The prisoner 
is a son or Jack McNaughton. the 
popular Laurel street blacksmith, on 
whose account the affair is greatly to 
be regretted. 
While the young man 
has hail the reputation of being 
trifle wild and unmanageable, he has 
not been considered vicious, conse­ 
quently his action in shooting is some­ 
what of a surprise, and we think that 
judgment on the case should be re­ 
served until the story of the defense 
is given. 
The above are the facts in 
the case as near as we can learn. 
VV e are pleased to announce that 
Officer Lewis is somewhat better to­ 
day, he having slept considerably 
during the last two days, and has 
also been able to take a little nourish­ 
ment for the first time since he was 
wounded.

ing A. P. Farror chairman, for the 
ensuing year. 
The retiring county 
attorney then introduced Mr. Lum, 
who assumed the duties of his office 
immediately. 
The bonds of the fol­ 
lowing newly elected officers were 
read and approved:

county, surveyor; H. Spalding, sher­ 
iff; Louis Tache, county auditor; 
John Frater, county treasurer: A. 
Mahlum, register of deeds, and C.

Council Proceedings. 
Council met in regular session on 
Tuesday evening, Aldermen Graham, 
Cooley, Atkinson, Keough and Mr. 
President being present. After the 
usual routine business had been trans­ 
acted the reports of the chief of police 
and the city clerk for tho month of 
December were read and adopted.
